26.—(UP)—The foreign policy program of 
my reign remained unchanged throughout. 
Tho general outline 
of this program was contained in my first 
speech from 
tho throne 
in 
the year 1888: “In foreign policy I nm determined to maintain peace 
with all nations, insofar as it lies within my power. 
My levo for the 
German army and my position in relation to it will never load me into 
the temptation of encroaching upon tho benefits of peace to the coun­ 
try’s detriment, unless war becomes a necessity imposed upon us by sn 
attack on Germany or her allies. 
Our army shall ensure peace ford* 
us, and lf peace be broken, shall 
enable us to re-establish pence with 
honor. That, w ith God’s help, we 
shall be able to accomplish through 
the strength it has enquired from 
the latest arm am ents bill 
passed 
unanimously by you. To employ this 
power for offensive wars 
is 
far 
from my heart. Germ any has need 
neither of new glory nor of con­ 
quests since she has finally won for 
herself the right to exist as aj unit­ 
ed and independent nation." 
My reign rem ained 
faithful 
to 
these principles, for 265 years; and 
I was able to continue the peace 
policy of my grandfather and of my 
father, thereby presenting Europe, 
from the year 1871. with 
no 
less 
than 43 years of peace. Never be­ 
fore has .Europe enjoyed so long a 
period 
undisturbed 
by 
war-like 
events. The arm am ent which we— 
lying in the heart of the continent, 
without the protection of 
natural 
frontiers—were obliged to 
provide 
ourselves, never surpassed the es­ 
sential. 
The war strength in the summer 
of 1914 amounted to 2,147,000 men 
for Germany, 1,400,000 for Austria- 
Hungary—altogether, therefore, 3,- 
547.000 men. The Gorman general 
tsaff no longer reckoned on the a l­ 
lied help of Italy. Against this, the 
war strength of our prospects ad­ 
versaries ran to 5.379,00 men in all, 
viz: Russia, 2,712,000, France, 
2,- 
159.000, England, 
132,000, 
Serbia, 
285.000, Belgium, 100,000. 
So that 
there were 3,547,000 men on our side, 
and 5.379,000 men on the side of a l­ 
lies. At sea, there were fleets of I,- 
264.000 tonnage for the

land in this vicinity.

duction of beets.

tion for Orange county and South­ 
ern California was agreed to be on 
the basis of two years of alfalfa, 
one of beans and two of beets.

Although tho number of auto­ 
mobiles 
increased 
approximately 
six per cent and there was an 
increase in pedestrians, motor ve­ 
hicle fatalities in Los Angeles city 
during 1328 showed a decrease of 
7.4 per cent, according to the pub­ 
lic safety departm ent of the Au­ 
tomobile Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
There were $13 traffic fatali­ 
ties in 1928 compared to 338 in 
1987, a decrease of 25. 
In the county outside of Los An­ 
geles, however, an increase of 
16 
deaths is shown for the year, there 
being 251 in 1927 and 267 in 1928. 
The 
combined 
city 
and 
county 
deaths in 1928 were 580 compared 
with 689 In 1927. 
This record apparently bears out 
the./ statem ent that traffic control 
in th* congested districts mak*s 
for safety as it was in these sec­ 
tions th a t the decrease in deaths 
was shown. 
Th* increase occurred 
for th e most part in the uncon­ 
trolled districts. 
Ona of the gratifying features of 
th* year's report Is that a decrease 
wa* reported in deaths of school 
children in traffic. 
In 1927 there 
were IO children lost their lives, 
while in 1928 there were 47, a de­ 
crease of < per cent. A larger de­ 
crease w as shown in the city pro­ 
per Where the reduction was from 
89 to 88 or approximately 20 per 
cent. 
This decrease is credited 
largely to the safety instruction in 
the public schools inaugurated by 
tho automobile club some eight 
years ago, and which, under a bill 
now in the legislature, probably 
will be made compulsory and un­ 
der state supervision in the fu ­ 
ture. 
Of th* total deaths In the city 
and county, 263 or nearly one-half 
were 
due 
to 
pedestrians

struck by motor vehicles.
